THE winning of ultra-conserva 
tive 
Turkey 
into 
“closest 
unity” and complete “identity of 
interest” with America, Britain and 
Russia represents one of the major 
bloodless victories of the war, for 
there are few places of greater 
strategical importance than the 
territory and waters under Tur­ 
kish control. 
There’s a double significance in 
this event, which was the outcome 
of a meeting between Turkey’ 
President lsm et Inonu and Messrs 
Roosevelt and Churchill in Cairo 
Apart from the moral and per 
haps material strength acquired 
by the Allies, this agreement seems 
to me to mean that there must 
have been an ironing out of long' 
standing and dangerous suspicions 
between Ankara and Moscow. 
This thought is strengthened by 
the fact that while Marshal Stalin 
himself couldn’t be present, he join­ 
ed in inviting Inonu to the parley 
and thus gave the session his of 
flclal blessings. 
LOOKING at the thing from all 
angles, I should say that the 
hand-shaking between the Musco­ 
vites and the Turks is a matter of 
greater moment even than the fur­ 
ther cementing of the Anglo-Ameri 
can and Turkish friendship. 
That’s so because the hard-eyed 
way the Russians and the Turks 
have watched each other play their 
cards has made other nations 
uneasy. 
The point has been, of course, 
that the Turks control the Dar­ 
danelles—the famous strait which 
provides the only gateway the 
Russians have between the Black 
sea and outside waters. 
Naturally Moscow has wanted to 
ensure her perpetual use of this 
waterway, Which is more priceless 
than as though filled with molten 
rubles. Great wars have grown out 
of far less than that. 
So it’s good to see the Turks and 
Muscovites smiling at each other. 
The pot of gold at the end of that 
rainbow will be a friendly adjust 
ment of the status of the Darda 
nelles.

Hard and fast conclusions en that 
ques ties might hnu*lafer« I 
the position Is about Bks this; 
The Turks appear ta have given 
their out light allegiance to the 
United Nations. Tho Indications 
are that Ankara Is prepared to get 
into the war with both feet, lf the 
Allies really need this additional 
military aid. 
Such a situation might arise 
from the projected all-out offensive 
against Hitler, and a call from the 
Allies likely would set the Tur­ 
kish armies marching. 
However, while the Turks have 
been modernising and reequipping 
their forces with the ald of Brit­ 
ain and the United States, they 
still lack the equipment they would 
like to have for war against the 
Hitlerites. 
Also, Turkey's territory in Eu­ 
rope, north of the Dardanelles, is 
vulnerable to heavy assault from 
the Germans occupying the neigh­ 
boring Balkan areas. 
Futhermore, don’t forget that the 
Nasis hold the Aegean Islands off 
the Turkish coast, or that the 
great, straggling city of Istanbul 
(Constantinople) lies wide open to 
attack by German bombers. 


CO I think we can say that the 
Turks probably are on call 
for active service, if and when 
needed. Meantime one would ex­ 
pect that they at least would grant 
the Allies valuable bases and free 
passage through Turkish territory 
if we should need it. 
Thus far it has served the Allies 
far better to have Turkey neutral 
If the Turks had Joined the United 
Nations prior to the Italian col­ 
lapse, while the Axis was still mas­ 
ter of the Balkan peninsula, there 
would have been a strong possibil­ 
ity that the Hitlerites might have 
broken through Turkey into the 
Middle East, thereby upsetting a 
very large dish of Allied fat into 
the fire. Had it not been for the 
great water barrier of the Darda­ 
nelles, Hitler likely would have 
risked Turkey’s million bayonets 
in any event.

Stockholm Paper Reports: 
Mihailovic To Fight Partisans 
As Foes Of King Peter’s Rule 


Guerrilla Chief Charges Tito With 'Stab In The Back’, 


Denies Any Collaboration With Germans, Italians

STOCKHOLM, Dec. 8—The Zurich correspondent of the Stock­ 
holm newspaper Dagens Nyheter reported today Gen. Draja Mihailovic 
has issued a proclamation declaring his Chetnlks will fight the Parti­ 
san forces of Gen. Josip Broz (Tito) as enemies of the Yugoslav gov 
ernment-in-exile. 
The Partisans on Saturday announced establishment of a provi­ 
sional government within Yugo-4- 
slavia in opposition to King Peter’s 
government-in-exile. 
It is headed by Dr. Ivan Ribar, 
with Tito chairman of a new com­ 
mittee for national defense. 
The Zurich correspondent, who 
said he is a personal friend of Mi­ 
hailovic, asserted he has received 
a letter from the Chetnik leader 
stating: 
“We never attacked the Parti­ 
sans except in cases when my peo­ 
ple attacked them for plundering, 
but when these Partisans officially 
stand against King Peter, we see 
In them our enemies the same as 
the Germans, Italians, Bulgarians 
and the troops” of Nazi Puppet 
Premier Milan Nedic. 
Mihailovic denied any collabora­ 
tion with the Germans, Italians or 
Nedic forces and said that as min­ 
ister of war in King Peter’s gov­ 
ernment he is trying to defend the 
government’s interest. 
His proclamation, the correspon­ 
dent said, declared that “everyone 
who opposes the king and govern­ 


ment does nothing more than stab 
us in the back in the fight for lib­ 
eration of our country. Our soldiers 
in the future will do their duty 
and fight every enemy or traitor 
who comes into our country.” 
King Peter in Cairo denounced 
the provisional government- of Ri­ 
bar and Tito. 


LONDON. Dec. 8—The guerrilla 
warriors of Gan. Josip Bro* (Tito) 
are receiving the greater part of 
the support which the British gov­ 
ernment 
is 
affording 
Yugoslav 
forces fighting the Germans. Min­ 
ister of State Richard K. Law told 
commons today. 
“Our policy is to support all the 
forces in Yugoslavia which are re­ 
sisting the Germans,” Law said. 
“As things are, we are support­ 
ing the Partisan forces, giving 
them more support than we are 
giving Gen. Draja Mihailovic for 
the simple reason that the resist­ 
ance of the Partisan forces is very 
much greater.”

Slackening In Naval Activity

SOUTHWEST PACIFIC ALLIED

This tied in with the recent dec 
laration of Rear Admiral Robert 
Carney, chief-of-staff for Admiral 
William F. Halsey, the South Pa­ 
cific fleet commander, that Rabaul, 
on the northeast coast of the is­ 
land, is untenable to the Japanese 
and ’’we have complete control in 
the waters.'* 
Rabaul, with its excellent deep- 
water harbor and six airdromes, 
Is Japan’s best base louth of Truk. 
800 miles away. Its neutralisation 
would constitute a major victory. 
A strong force of IOO heavy and 
medium bombers splattered 
150 
tons of bombs on New Britain Mon­ 
day, concentrating the western tip 
closest to New Guinea. 
On New Guinea itself the sharp 
ground fighting for Wareo on the 
Huon peninsula remained static as 
position but Allied 
bombers 
raked enemy concentrations. 
The Australians, supported by 
tanks, are attempting to clear the 
Japanese from the strategic Huon 
peninsula which overlooks the pos­ 
sible invasion strait to New Brit­ 
ain. 
Bombers also hit the Japanese on 
Bougainville around the American 
beach-head at Empress Augusta 
bay, smashing supply lines and ex­ 
ploding 48 tons of bombs on an 
ammunition dump aud other tar­ 
gets. 
Nine large enemy rafts loaded 
with supplies were destroyed in 
New Guinea coastal waters.

The answ er would seem to bs 
yes, lf guilt exists. But anyone who 
attem pts to deal with guilt ss be­ 
tween com batants In modern war­ 
fare finds himself in a quandary. 
When wars are (ought bstw ssa 
whole nations, as distinct from 
arm ies, with total destruction as 
th* acknowledged aim, there is 
scant room for niceties of means. 
In W orld war I, Germany's sub­ 
marine w arfare wee sn outrageous 
thing when It was loosed on non- 
com batant vessels. Yet In this war 
there no longer is any question of 
tbs propriety of sinking every ship 
that can bs found, if it is of any 
value to the enemy. 
The United States, which pro­ 
tested indignantly when th* Impli­ 
cations of subm srint warfare be­ 
came d e a r a quarter of a century 
ago, is not bound by any considera­ 
tions of hum anitarianism In Its own 
submarine campaign against Japan. 
It was known before the begin­ 
ning of this war that airplanes 
would be used to bomb cities; they 
were used for that purpose In the 
other war. It was known that Hie 
victims of bombing would do every­ 
thing In their power to retaliate 
with heavier and more destructive 
raids. The few attempts made to 
outlaw the tactic before It could 
be put Into practice failed. Every­ 
body knew what was coming, even 
those who refused to believe It 
could happen. The only surprise 
sprung by Germany was the extent 
of Its preparations for a kind of 
warfare that had been discussed 
for IS years, made practical by de 
I 


velopment of airplanes and even 
dem onstrated In the Spanish revo­ 
lution. W han aerial bombing wee 
need against, England, m easures of 
retalietlon were begun without de­ 
lay; they are th* recent massive 
raid* on Berlin and the other raids 
which prsosded them. The United 
■tat**, while etui committed to * 
policy of destroying specific mili­ 
tary targets by ''pr#et#ton,, bomb­ 
ing, Is not Influenced by any de­ 
sire to oveds guilt but only by 
conviction that target bombing is 
a m ort efficient way to hasten 
tho end of tho war. 
There Ie, however, a question 
of guilt to bs answ ered—not guilt 
ss between combatants but guilt

rorised Europe at the beginning 
of the war when no other nation 
possessed tbs means of9 neutral­ 
ising it. 
It was Germany, arrogant In Us 
confidence of being able to win 
the war quickly with its weapons, 
which initiated the war. 
It was Germany which decided 
how the war would ba fought aud 
what the victims of Us assault 
would need to do to save them ­ 
selves.

United States at Pearl Harbor. 
It was Italy which strafed and 
bombed Ethiopians, with no means 
of retaliating, and It was Japan 
which blasted China's cities from 
the air. 
Tile question of guilt bears only 
one answer.

UBURN, Wash. — Th* task of 
building a roof over 46 acres 
of former farmland — one of tha 
world's largest roofing Jobs — has 
he«n undertaken by the army, the 
lend-leaa* adm inistration and pri­ 
vate contractors. 
The huge roof will provide stor­ 
age space for m ilitary supplies be­ 
fore they are shipped oversea*. 
But the 1,000,000 square feet of 
warehouse to be covered Is only 
part of th* work going into what 
is known as the Auburn holding 
and reconsignment point of the 
transportation corps, army service 
forces. 
As the length of the name Indi­ 
cates. the Auburn HARP and AAP 
depot is a project of some magni­ 
tude, and neither the army nor the 
contractors are letting any grass 
grow under their feet to speed Its 
oompleUon. 
In fact, in 
the 
three 
months 
since the work started, the engi­ 
neer* have cleared all foliage off 
tha large area of land formerly 
made up of dairy, berry and Vege­ 
table farms, levtiing a two-and-a- 
half-mile long space for construc­ 
tion of tha depot. 
When completed, the depot will 
have 12 warehouses, each S35 feet 
long apd 200 feet wide. more than 
40 miles of railroad trackage to 
provide freight car storage for ap­ 


proximately 1,400 ears, more than 
40 acres of open and shed storage, 
and aooree of buildings for admin­ 
istration of the vast supply center. 
A 
RMY 
officers 
conducting 
the 
press tour left unanswered the 
question of what would be put Into 
the warehouses and whare it would 
go from here. 
They merely said it is to be used 
for storing "general military and 
lend-leaae supplies" and all of it 
will he headed in one direction— 
to hit the Axis. 
The warehouses are to he laid 
out iu blocks three abreast across 
the depot area. 
Three air forces warehouses will 
be situated at the south end of 
the 
installation, 
with 
the 
nine 
others grouped at the other end. 
Space also will be left for addi­ 
tion of six more warehouses. 
The site was chosen because of 
exceptional rail facilities available. 
Trans continental lines of the Mil­ 
waukee railroad and Northern Pa­ 
cific skirt the east and west sides 
of the depot area. 
A maze of rails Interconnacting 
tha two mainlines aud tha depot's 
warehouses is being laid by Morrl- 
son-Knud*en 
Co. of 
Boise. 
Ida.. 
which received part of the con­ 
tract. 
On the east side of the ware­ 
houses 28 parallel sets of track will 
be laid to handle Incoming and out­ 
going freight, and two sets of paral­ 


lel tracks will run between each of 
the warehouses. 
Except for the steel rails, most 
of the depot is being constructed 
from 
non-crittoal m aterials, 
said 
Msj. Adelon Hogan, Ft. Lewis area 
engineer, who supervises the proj­ 
ect. 
Th* vast project is scheduled to 
be completed in the spring of 1944, 
little more than uine months after 
the first earth waa turned.

ARTH - MOVING,

> has been another big part of 
the initial construction. 
Some of the largest earth moving 
equipment ever used In the West 
—giant tournapulla. carry-glls aud 
Euclid wagons—have been used to 
pack 1,100,000 cubic yards of dirt 
around the project. 
The 
800 • foot - long 
warehouses 
probably are among the largest 
partially 
pre - fabricated 
wooden 
structures ever built. 
The main roof trusses—each in 
50-fopt section*—are shipped from 
Portland, Ore., and are swung Into 
place by giant craiies. 
Extensive use of machinery, pre 
fabrication and well-planned "flow” 
of work has enablad contractors to 
get along with fewer workers than 
the size of the project would indi­ 
cate. 
For instance, only four men— 
a crane operator and a man st 
each of three perpendicular col­ 
umna—were needed to put the lOit- 
foot center sections of the ware­ 
house into place. 
Aa aoon as they have secured 
the trusses, other workmen moved 
right in to start laying the roofing, 
while Inside, other workers were 
building th* firewalls and pouring 
the concrete floors.

Then came vast assem blages in vast dining 
rooms with great confusion of seating and eervloa 
and much over-drinking. Guests wanted m ille 
and semi nude dancing girl* and gaudy entertain­ 
ment generally. They gave abort shift to speeches. 
In short, th e people no longer appreciated after* 
dinner speakers. Lacking encouragement, speak-

th* fact that the dw indling of soots! club* that 
once made a great practice of club dinner* and 
other club assem blages specialising in elub speak­ 
ers also had something to do with th* decline of 
the once fine art.

J rate in tho 
sam* class In this respect as fellows like Rennold 
Wolf of th* Old Friars club. Willi* Collier, Mar­ 
shall W ilder, W ilton Lackaye, Arnold Daly and 
Gapt. Irving O’Hay, a professional afterdinner 
speaker attending public affairs all over the 
nation for hire and addressing diners on whatever 
topic interested them as a class.

Wolf, a dram atic critic, wa* on* of the m ost 
scintillating speakers I ever heard anywhere, 
more o r less of th at same school as A rthur 
"Bugs" Baar, the humorist, and George Jess*!, tho 
astor, in my opinion th* foremost afterdinner 
speakers of these Umea. I m ust still rate Jimm y 
W alker, former mayor of New York. up thor* 
with them. 
Boer and Jessel are entirely different in style. 
Baer la rarely serious while Jessel sometimes 
switches to the deeply serious with great effec­ 
tiveness.

FARMERS LACK 
KNOWLEDGE OF 
SUBSIDY ISSUES 


Few Familiar With Subject; 


Many Who Understand 


Are Not Opposed

PRINCETON, N. J., Dec. 7 
Claims made by farm leaders that 
the farmers of the country ate 
opposed to the food subsidy pro­ 
gram must be accepted with im­ 
portant reservations, a survey of 
farm opinion indicates. 
This study finds that, first, not 
many farmers have followed the 
discussions of the subsidy issue 
closely enough to have a very 
clear idea of what subsidies are. 
Second, those farmers who do 
know about the subsidy program 
are by no means universally op­ 
posed to it. 
Evenly Divided 
The opinion of those questioned 
in the survey seems to be about 
evenly divided at present, with 
a slight preponderance in favor. 
In-conducting IIS'study, the In­ 
stitute first sought to determine 
just how many farmers 
inter­ 
viewed had any sort of idea what 
the term “farm subsidy” might 
mean. 
The results show that 35 per­ 
cent of those questioned—or about 
one-third—appeared to have some 
understanding of the term, includ­ 
ing 13 percent who indicated a 
fairly exact knowledge. The re­ 
mainder—65 percent—either could 
not define the term or gave an 
Incorrect definition. 
In short, the subsidy issue has 
apparently not penetrated’ very 
deeply into the thinking of the 
great mass of farmers up to the 
present, though, of course, it may 
do so as time goes on. 
Others Uninformed 
Much the same situation pre 
Tails among the non-farm popula 
tion as well. Interviews with a 
crosssection of the urban, small 
town and rural non-farm popula­ 
tion show that only about 29 per­ 
cent seem to understand what is 
meant by food subsidies, while 71 
percent do not. 
Farmers and others who did in­ 
dicate a knowledge of subsidies 
were then asked in the survey to 
give their ideas on what congress 
should do about the subsidies pro­ 
gram. 
In the case of the farm popula 
tion, interviewers report that up 
to the present about as many farm­ 
ers favor the food subsidy program 
as oppose IL In the case of the 
non-farm population, however, the 
division is two to one in favor 
of subsidies.

"The point I want to make to­ 
night,” Davis asserted, "is that 
the general level of farm prices 
in 1943 has been high enough to 
yield a cash farm income of be­ 
tween 19 and 20 billion dollars 
against 8.7 billions in 1939 and 
11.3 billions in 1929. 
“In 
the 
interest 
of long-time 
welfare any 
further marked in­ 
crease in the general level of farm 
prices Is undesirable. 
“Unless their production costs 
materially increase, 
farm ers 
for 
their own and the general welfare 
should join whole-heartedly to hold 
their prices in check. 
“For one thing, further increases 
would add to the danger of in­ 
flation in farm real estate prices 
that already is on the horizon.” 
Davis contended the use of sub­ 
sidies is unnecessary "either to 
keep food prices from advancing 
further, or to secure downward 
adjustm ent in the case of commo­ 
dities when consum er prices are 
higher than necessary to get pro 
duction and reward the produc­ 
er.” 
"N either on the other hand,” he 
continued, “do I believe it is wise 
national policy to prohibit all use 
of subsidies. W hether they are 
used and the extent to which they 


are used should depend on their 
necessity from the standpoint of 
planned and intelligent food m an­ 
agement.”

Ex-legislator Hits Rationing 


And Ohio Control Board

COLUMBUS, Dec. 8 — Ohio’s 
harassed liquor monopoly system 
had a new worry today—promise 
of a formal complaint against Its 
rationing system and a suggestion 
the liquor control board be abol­ 
ished. 
A former state legislator, P at 
rick F. Monahan of Cleveland, de- 
mafided at a public bearing before 
the board Tuesday that ration card 
holders be permitted" to buy in any 
ration period liquor which they 
were unable to purchase in previ­ 
ous periods. 
Reporting himself a non-drinker 
but acting in the public Interest, 
Monahan said he tried three times 
In November to buy liquor which a 
retail store stocked but was told 
it was not on sale when he applied 
and the November ration period 
expired before he could get it. 
Fisher T trm td ‘Czar’ 
Monahan, termed a “czar” Liquor 
Director Don Fisher who sets ra­ 
tion periods and the amount of 
spirits which a ration card holder 
can buy. 
Scarcity of liquor made 
rationing necessary to spread the 
available stocks as far as possible 
among the buying public, Fisher 
has said. 
The liquor monopoly law directs 
the board to make regulations and 
hear appeals from the director’s 
decisions. 
The board also holds 
four public hearings a year to 
ascertain public reaction to the 
monopoly’s operation. 
Monahan told the board it should 
be abolished "since the director 
can operate as he sees fit.” 
Board Chairman Harry E. Haw­ 
ley said the board would not com­ 
ment on Monahan’s remarks in 
the absence if a written complaint. 
Monahan declared, “I’ll make the 
complaint, but the people who lost 
their liquor won't benefit.” 
Opinion May Ba Sought 
An attorney general’s opinion on 
whether the board can consider 
such 
an 
appeal 
for 
rationing 
changes may be sought lf Mona­ 
han files a complaint, liquor de­ 
partment officials indicated. 
Since distillers stopped making 
spirits for public consumption and 
converted their production to alpo- 
hol for war purposes, the Ohio 
monopoly has found it increasing­ 
ly difficult to supply the demand 
for liquor. 
Store hours have been short­ 
ened and stores have been closed 
at times when their stocks were 
sold o u t 
The department’s announced pol­ 
icy of issuing only renewal permits 
during the war was reflected In a 
financial report Tuesday showing 
a drop of 8282,054 in permit fees 
this year to $5,706,558 compared 
with 1942. 
Profit was $10,843,328 
against $14,311,525 and gallonage 
tax receipts $5,504,899 compared 
with $10,597,985.

“half slave and half free,” Niles 
Trammell, president of the Nation­ 
al Broadcasting Ck)., asked legisla­ 
tion Tuesday to guarantee it "a 
new freedom from fear.” 
Trammell indorsed the Wheeler- 
White btu to prohibit the federal 
communications commission from 
controlling the Industry’s program 
policies and business practices. 
He contended it is np to congress 
to determine whether the industry 
will flourish by free enterprise "or 
become a weak and subservient 
tool of government.” 
Testifying before the senate in­ 
terstate 
commerce 
committee, 
Trammell said so-called FCC anti- 
monopoly regulators, recently up­ 
held by the Supreme Court, “al­ 
ready have imposed a straight­ 
jacket on the creation of television 
networks by prohibiting the owner­ 
ship of more than three television 
stations by any one company.” 
Arguing that radio is devoted to 
public service and acknowledges 
its social obligations, Trammell 
said, however, this does not mean 
it “wants those social obligations 
imposed upon it as a m atter of 
licensed authority, especially if it 
is coupled with a fear of confis­ 
cation or a bureaucratic control of 
its operations.” 


Denies Farmers' Fries Jump Plea 
Ezra T. Benson, executive secre­ 
tary of the National Council of 
Fanner Cooperatives, Tuesday dis 
claimed that farm organizations, 
in opposing government food sub­ 
sidies, want to sweep away price 
controls. 
“At no time have farmers asked 
for increased prices, except on 
dairy products, on which OPA la on 
record that maladjustment exists,” 
Benson told the senate banking 
committee in testimony on the bill 
to repeal subsidies Jan. I. 
"At no time have farmers asked 
for a discontinuance of price con­ 
trol, Farmers do not want inflation. 
All they want is a flexible control 
which will not be so rigid as to 
eternally breaking up under one 
new pressure after another.” 
Sen. Downey (D) of California 
challenged Benson’s statement that 
farmers hadnU asked for price in­ 
creases, remarking “they certainly 
have in my state.” 
Benson said he meant they were 
asking "adjustments to cover in 
creased costs of producing some 
commodities, but that they are not 
asking for any general price in­ 
creases.”
